Yet we deem it decidedly 
better, independently of relieving the funds 
of our Board from the charge, that in such 
cases, special efforts should be made to 
furnish the needy applicants with the means 
of paying for their board, by the friends of 
our cause in the places whence they come. 
It will give them an additional interest in 
the teachers sent, while it will be a small 
contribution in aid of a very worthy object 
of Christian regard. 

The Board will defray the travelling ex- 
penses of the teachers, from Hartford to 
the places of their destination, provide for 
them a suitable escort, and send them di- 
rectly to the care of respectable individu- 
als in the places where they are to teach 
—having previously made arrangements 
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compensation which shall furnish a respec- 
table support. A late amendment of the 
Constitution of the Board has authorized 
an appropriation of its funds “for the pur- 
pose of aiding teachers in cases of their 
sickness—a failure of engagements which 
may have been made to employ them, and 
their removal, for good cause, from one 
place to another;” and also for giving 
‘aid to teachers whose continuance in pla- 
ces, where it is found that an adequate sup- 
port cannot be obtained, shall be deemed 
important, with a view to their employment 
as missionary teachers, and in expectation 
of their ultimate support by the people

Revivals of Religion. 

Perhaps there is no American minister 
living, whose words are listened to with a 
more eager interest than are those of the 
venerable Lyman Beecher. At the anni- 
versary of the American Board, Dr. B. 
spoke to an immense congregation. He 
commenced by inquiring, how it was that 
the chasm between the first and few friends 
of missions in this country, and the great 
company who now yield it their support, 
had been supplied. It had been through 
the influence of revivals of religion, much 
as they have been disparaged and ma- 
ligned, These, he proceeded to insist, we 
must have. They are our hope. We must, 
too, enjoy them with gfeater frequency 
and power. Speaking of the too prevail- 
‘ing declension of the last five years, “it 
must,” he said, “rain faster.” 

Revivals, Dr. Beecher urged, form a sub- 
stitute for miracles. They slone can suc- 
cessfully meet, and resist the tide of world- 
liness that is sweeping over our land. They 
alone can arrest and call in the attention of 
multitudes. How many will at length be 
lost, unless by these means, they are made

It 
isthe province of creatures to receive ;— 
God only can be said absolutely to give; 
it is God’s prerogative to give; man’s on- 
ly toreceive. Therefore, every man who 
gives, becomes like God. The exercise of 
giving is blessed, because it is God's exer- 
cise. The man who loves, blesses, gives, 
is the child of his Father in Heaven; and 
it is from the very heart of Incarnate Love, 
of God incarnate, that this divine utterance 
comes; notin reference to results, rewards 
or consequences, but in present and eternal 
reality and absolutism. ‘It is more bless- 
ed to give than to receive.”

£15 to 20,000 in sterling money, and jewels and 
diamonds.” The letter purports to have been writ- 
ten after Kidd was taken prisover in Boston, and 
was expecting to be sent to England for trial. The 
man by whom the letter was sent, wes directed to 
go to New York by way of Springfield and Hart- 
ford, and should any danger occur, he was direct- 
ed to hide the bottle in some safe place. The let- 
ter waz enclosed in a small bottle, corked with 
lead, and a piece of sheet lead drawn over the 
neck of the bottle to preserve it. It bears marks 
of great antiquity, and is at present deposited in 
the Ware Bank, where, says the paper above allu- 
ded to, “all who have seen it, are believers in its 
genuineness.”

I also understand that the “General Morgan,” 
announced to aail on Thursday next, carries out 
some twenty-five or thirty passengers from Hart- 
ford, besides a large namber from other parts. 


REPORT OF LIEUT. LANMAN. 
The National Intelligencer publishes the follow- 
ing account from California, by Lieut. Joseph Lan- 


the Pacific Squadron : 


He confirms the reports in regard to the extent 
and productiveness of the gold mines, but says that 
many of the letter writers in that region who are 
holders of lands, have colored their facts to some 
extent, witha view of promoting their individual 
interests. Only about an hour before he left, he 
saw a man on board the flag ship, just arrived from 
the mines, who confirmed the previous reports in 
regard to the discoveries on the river Ttansslow, 
where he had seen a single lump of gold weighing 
nine pounds, and heard of one that weighed 20 lbs. 
The gold excitement in Monterey had entirely aba- 
ted, the immense mineral wealth of the country 
being looked upon as an established fact. There 
was no disposition (excepting among the landhold- 
ers) to exaggerate, and this was mentioned to Lt. 
Lanman by Gov. R. B. Mason, as a singular cir- 
cumstance. 

For a year past Lt. Lanman hasbeen performing 
the duties of collector at the port of Monterey ; and 
having seen every man who had returned from a 
visit to the mines, his opportunities for obtaining 
authentic information, were better than if he visit- 
ed the mines in person. Ile informs us that no 
large amounts of gold dust or ore were selling at a 
sacrifice ; he does not believe that one hundred 
ounces of the gold dust could have been purchased 
at the reported rate of eight dollars, the ordinary 
prices ranging from ten to twelve dollars per 
ounce. 

The weekly receipts of gold at San Francisco 
were estimated at from thirty to fifty thousand dol- 
lars, and Lt. L. knew of one individual who had 
in his possession thirty thousand dollars worth of 
pure ore anddust. The current value of gold in 
trade was sixteen dollars an ounce. There was a 
scarcity ofcoin throughout the country; but when 
Lt. L. arrived at Panama, he was informed that 
$600,000 had just been shipped for California by 
certain Mexican gentlemen, and that the Ameri- 
can Consul at Paita, (Mr. Ruden,) had in charge 
coin to the value of $118,000, which he intended 
to exchange for ore and dust. 

Lt. Lanman left Panama on the 19th of January, 
with two mules for which the consul had to pay 
$24, three times the usual price. The distance 
thus travelled was twenty-one miles, and was per- 
formed in ten hours. Over three miles of this road 
the mules could trot—two miles of the road were 
indifferent, fourteen very bad, and two almost im- 
passable. It is not hilly, but some of the passes 
are so narrow, that“the ladies who travel across 
are compelled to dispense with their side-saddles. 
The remaining portion of the route across the Isth- 
mus is performed in canoes, the distance from the 
place where the mules are jeft, to Chagres being 
forty-nine miles. Lieut. L. sailed in the steamer 
Isthmus on the 23d of Jan. for Ilavana, thence to 
Kingston, and arrived in Washington on the eve- 
ning of the 13th inst. 1

Religious Liberty in Spain, 

A plea for Religious Freedom in Spain, 
is something new. That which in other 
countries would scarcely be thought worthy 
of remark,is an important feature in Spain ; 
in the old home of the Inquisition and of 
priestly despotism, in one of those Roman 
Catholic countries where the constitution 
precludes the exercise of any dissenting 
worship. In truth we might have supposed 
that the subject of religious liberty would 
be neglected in Spain by the ‘progressives,’ 
as well as by the conservatives; and that 
there would be no room in the columns 
of a Madrid newspaper, for any other than 
a purely political discussion. Bat, fortu- 
nately, we were mistaken. The principles 
of the day are rapidly performing their 
tour around the world. 
ion will be universal. 

The **Clamer Publico,’’ which is the lead- 
ing organ of the liberal party in Spain, has 
recently published several articles in be- 
half of freedom of conscience and worship. 
As well the form as the substance of these 
articles is excellent. It is evident that 
more than one Spaniard has reflected upon 
and understood the great ideas of modern 
times. We have not room for these arti- 
cles; but we will furnish our readers with 
an accurate account of them. 

It is difficult to believe,’ says the Clamor 
Pubiico, *‘that, in the nineteenth century, 
when Freedom of Worship is established 
everywhere thoughout Europe, there can 
yet be individuals among us who are shock- 
ed at our ideas of religious toleration.— 
When we read in the ‘Situation’ (another 
paper published in Madrid) a series of ar- 
ticles written in the style of Torquemapa, 
on the necessity of prohibiting the Free- 
dom of Conscience with inflexible severity, 
we seem to have gone back to those happy 
times when the sovereigns of Castile were 
wont to carry faggots on their shoulders, 
wherewith to burn the victims of the In- 
quisition, in the name of the God of clem- 
ency and mercy, and for the public weal ! 

*“Itis customary to stigmatize all liberal 
reforms as subversive and anarchical. The 
aale of church property was represented to 
be an iniquitous spoliation, a sacrilegious 
deed. The suppression of tithes is anath- 
ematized as a revolt against the law of 
God. Ifthe ‘progressives’ had never come 
into power since the death of Ferdinand 
VIL, Spain would yet be covered with 
monks and persecutors.

ed in our country, the condition of all would 

be better ; men would more faithfully prac- 

tice the real maxims of evangelieal moral- 

ity, and lay less stress upo® external cere- 

monies which are designated by the word 

religion. Intolerance—the legal prosertp-

Among ourselves, 
it is a common thing to see the banditti of 
the highways wearing scapularies, and de- 
voutly praying before they proceed to des- 
poil the unfortunate traveller. 

“Qur intolerance, which, out of Spain, 
is still confounded with the inquisition, 
prevents non-Catholic foreigners from com- 
ing into our country to form useful estab- 
lishments, and to employ their capital in 
developing our agriculture and industry.— 
It is easy to caiculate how much we have 
gained in thus excluding them, by the pal- 
try numbers of our population, by the ex- 
tent of our unoccupied lands, by the back- 
ward condition of our agriculture, by the 
inferiority of our mechanical arts, by the 
ignorance and torpor of our nation. The 
breath of emulation is wanting among us. 
The expulsion of the Moors and the Jews 
has injured us more than all the wars and 
political dissensions that have happened 
since the origin of the monarchy. 
“Let the State continue to profess the 
Catholic religion, if it think proper to 
do so;” (the Clamor Publico does not 
dare to carry out the principle ;) ‘but let 
not the exercise of other forms of worship 
be interdicted. Let us not be more Cath- 
olic than the Roman Pontiff, who suffers 
the different sects to practice their worship 
under the protection of the Government.—
